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The loud buzzing of chainsaws 
cut through the early morning 
silence and the stares of disbelief on 
the faces of residents more than told 
the tragic story last Wednesday 
morning as the city of New Brockton 
began the painful job of cleaning up 
following a vicious tornado that 
struck the Coffee County town the 
night before. : 

The tornado, which dipped out of 
a fast-moving front that had dumped 
over an inch of rain on the southern 
part of the state during the day, hit 
the city at approximately 9:30 p.m. 
and then skipped northeast toward 
Ariton and the Elamville Commu- 
nity, causing additional destruction 
and minor injuries. 

‘There was no warning at all,’’ 
stated New Brockton Police Chief 
Gordon Lueck, ‘‘no tornado watch, 
no tornado warning, no nothing! We 
all knew the weather was bad but 
nobody expected anything like this."’ 

Chief Lueck stated he had just 
left a high school basketball game at 
the New Brockton gym and was 
getting ready to go to bed when the 
twister struck, and stated, ‘‘We've 
had tornados here before, but this is 
the worst I've seen.”’ 

Randy Mansfield, who lives 
downtown across the street from the 
police station, told friends that he 
and his mother were crouched in the 
hallway of the house as the weather 
got rough, and a wall less than 25 
feet from their haven of safety was 
blown away by the tornadic winds 
that totally destroyed the home. 

Merle Hayes, who lives at a home 
on King Street with her sister, 
Nadine, stated she heard the storm 
coming and went out onto the porch 
with her, and after hearing a loud 
roaring sound went into the hallway 
of the home. The roof of the home 
caved in in all areas of the home 
except where the two sisters in their 
80's had gone for safety. 

A neighbor's home less than 50 
yards away from the sisters’ house 
suffered major damage and was 
without a wall, while the First 
United Methodist Church located 
across the street was completely 
destroyed. 

The church, which was built in 
1926, had long been a source of pride 
to all the residents of New Brockton, 
and as church members began to 
wander around the wreckage early 
Wednesday morning tears were shed 
for the remains of the house of 
worship. The altar, pulpit and 
several pews were spared from the 
twister, as were numerous books and 
the church's cross, which was 
damaged, but not beyond repair. 


Church member Henry Holliday, 
who had worked extensively with 
other members in recent years to 
keep the aging building a thing of 
beauty, wandered through the 
rubble in search of undamaged items 
throughout the day following the 
storm, and despite the almost-total 
destruction stated, ‘‘We've got to 
get back together and start making 
plans as to where to hold services 
until we can get back in a church 
building. We spent a lot of hours 
working on this church, and we will 
just go back to work and start all 
over.”’ 

Nell Hughey, who lives in a 
mobile home on Ainsley Street, had 
left her home an hour before the 
tornado hit and returned home to 
find the trailer completely 
demolished. As she _ searched 
through the wreckage for anything of 
value not destroyed, she told friends 
that she had left because her 
husband didn’t like her to be at home 
alone when he was out of town; his 
caution probably saved her life. 

Flay Willie Hurt, a resident of 
South Railroad Street, said it had 
been raining for some time when all 
at once the lightning got bad and the 
lights in her house began to flicker. 

“] got up to turn off the TV and 
unplug it and all of a sudden the 
glass started to break and the roof 
caved in,’’ said Mrs. Hurt. ‘‘My 
daughter was asleep in her bedroom 
and got her leg cut by some of the 
falling wood, but the storm ended as 
quickly as it had started and we all 
went into the front of the house. We 
were still awake when the second 
storm hit about vo. o'clock in the 
morning and it ripped the roof off the 
front of the house. That was when 
we left and went to a friend's home 
near Elba.”’ 

New Brockton Mayor Jim 
Driskell was visibly moved, but gave 
thanks that no one in the town was 
seriously injured. 

“It is almost unbelievabale when 
you look at the destruction that 
nobody was injured by either the 
destruction or the flying glass and 
debris,’ stated  Driskell. ‘‘The 
damage is devastating, but at least 
no one got hurt!"’ 


The Emergency Management 
Agency toured the area following the 
storm and estimated the damage 
at New Brockton at $1 million. The 
damage included 26 houses 
damaged or destroyed, six mobile 
homes destroyed, a warehouse 
totally destroyed and damage 
sstimated at over $250,000 ‘to the 
Methodist Church,

The defense rests! The Elba Tigers advanced to the Class 3A finals last 
week with an overtime win over Lincoln, and while the win wasn’t 
particularly pretty, it was a win - and showed what the team is made of as it 
battled hard through four quarters and an overtime period and never gave 
up.

Kinston High School to appeal 


restricted probation penalty 


Kinston High School announced 
this week that it would appeal a 
ruling by the Alabama High School 
Athletic Association that placed the 
school’s entire boy's basketball 
program on restricted probation for 
the remainder of the 1986-87 school 
year. 

School officials stated they would 
not challenge the $250 fine that 
accompanied the probation, but 
would consider avenues of “appeal 
concerning the restricted probation 
that prohibits any boy's basketball 
teams from participating in any 
tournaments during the season. 

The Kinston High School team is 
scheduled to compete in the Opp 
Christmas Tourney, the Southeast 
Alabama Conference Tourney and 
the Area Tourney, while the Kinston 
Junior High team is scheduled to 
compete in the Coffee County Junior 
High Tournament, in Elba 


The fine and probation followed 
an incident at Pleasant Home in 
which a Kinston fan went onto. the 
basketball court and struck an 
official. The game was stopped and 
forfeited and a later game against 
Opp was postponed until the AHSAA 
could hold a hearing on the incident. 
The final ruling was announced last 
week, 

The Coffee County Board of 
Education met in regular session on 
Monday night, December 8 and 
following a discussion on the 
incident voiced support of Kinston’s 
plan to appeal the _ restricted 
probation. 

Coffee County Supt. of Education 
Clayton Bryant stated following the 
meeting that to prohibit the teams 
from playing in tournaments would 
‘only serve as a means of punishing 
the kids that had no control over 
what happened.”

County Commission agrees to pay $33,029 in legal fees 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Dec. 8, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and agreed to pay 
$33,529 in legal expenses incurréd 
during the lengthy court battle that 
forced several south Alabama 
counties to draw up new district lines 
for county commissioners. 

The payment, which was only a 
small portion of the total bill shared 
by the counties involved, was to a 
group of lawyers representing the 
plaintiffs in a lawsuit that contended 
the method by which many counties 
elected commissioners was 
unconstitutional because to elect 
commissioners at-large diluted black 
voting strength. A federal court 
agreed with the lawsuit, and 
following the ruling all the counties 
involved redistricted their counties 
and elected new commissioners from 
predominantly black districts. 

The commission originally 
objected to the legal fees, which 
included lawyers’ fees as high as 
$250 an hour; however, county 
attorney Warren Rowe told the 
commission that to challenge the bill 
would only lead to even higher court 
costs. Rowe will tell the court this 
week that the commission wishes to 
pay the amount in three equal 
payments ithout an interest charge 
With the final payment coming prior 
to Dec, 12, 1987. If the method of 
payment is not acceptable the 
sommission stated it would borrow 
the funds and pay the bill in full as 
soon as possible. 


Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
Began at 9 a.m., with all members 
present, and after the routine 
approval of minutes the first order of 
business was to open bids on office 
furniture and supplies for the circuit 
clerk's office in Elba, which is 
currently undergoing extensive 
renovation, Enterprise Office Supply 
received the contract on chairs, 
calculators and files, while TAB of 
Pensacola, Fla., received the order 
for legal cabinets and storage ‘files. 
The cost of the equipment will be 
paid for by the state, with the 
commission to provide labor for the 
actual renovation. 

A representative of the Goodman 
Volunteer Fire Dept. was present at 
the meeting and asked the 
eommission when the tobacco tax 
Voted on by the people would begin 
being collected. 

County ‘attorney Warren Rowe 
told the fireman that a suit had been 
filed by the tobacco industry and that 
he had recommended the com- 


mission wait until the suit was 
settled before it began collecting the 
tax money. Rowe said that if the 
commission collected the tax, it too 
would be sued by the tobacco 
manufacturers and would find itself 
right back in court. He explained 
that the suit contended the tax was 
unconstitutional and estimated the 
suit would take 6-12 months to 
complete. 

Mr. L.M. Burch, represented by 
Elba attorney Mark Vaughan, 
addressed the commission and 
stated he was facing a $75,000 
penalty issued by the Alabama Dept. 
of Environmental Management 
concerning an abandoned dump site 
north of Elba, The dump site was 
used by Burch several years ago as a 
landfill for the disposal of industrial 
trash by a company operated by 
Burch, but ADEM inspected the site 
recently and issued the penalty for 
Burch's failure to properly close the 
facility when it was abandoned. 

Burch’s attorney sought the 
commission's aid in covering the 
dump site and stated the site was 
used only because the county 
wrongly refused to allow Burch to 
dispose of the trash at the county's 
landfill. He further explained that if 
the site was properly covered and 
grassed, the penalty might be 
waived, 

The commission attorney told 
Burch and Vaughan that it was 
illegal for the commission to do work 
on private property and told both 
men the county couldn't work at the 
site

year Alabama continues its usual 
position in the bottom four or five 
states as relates to tax support for its 


children’s education and low in’ 
expenditures per pupil. Alabama 
ranks 48th among the states in 


money provided for each student's 
education and according to Teague 
has some of the most overcrowded 
classrooms in the country, ranking 
seventh from the bottom in this 
category. 

“Alabama is not paying for 
education in relation to other 
states,’’ said Dr. Teague. ‘‘Thank 
goodness our people are beginning 
to see this and understand what it 
means - what it means to their 
children and grandchildren and what 
it means to the future of our state. 

‘When we look at the cuts in 
funding that our local schools have 
suffered in the last two years, just 
keeping the doors of our schools 
open is a miracie,"’ the superin- 
tendent continued. ‘‘Last year we 
had proration declared at 4.2 
percent and this year’s proration 
rocked us again at 5 percent. When 
the proration cuts are added to the 
overall cutback of some $120 million 
in elementary/secondary funds from 
last year, you can see the problem. 

“Our local school superinten- 
dents are unbelievable managers,”’ 
Teague added, ‘‘Few people realize 
that some 80 percent of their budgets 
is fixed in salary costs which cannot 
be cutatall. Thus, proration and the 
rest must come from the remaining 
20 percent of the budget. You try 
absorbing these kinds of cuts using 
20 percent of your available 
budgeted funds and see how far you 
get. In some schools, we're lucky 
the lights are still on.”’ 

Teague said, ‘‘Alabamians are 
not overtaxed as some people would 
lead us to believe. This is why recent 
polls clearly indicate that our citizens 
are willing to pay more taxes in 
support of education. They also 
know the yalue of education to the 
future of their children, as well as to 
the state's future.”’ 


The state superintendent 
indicated that business and industry 
should take a long, hard look at the 
findings as they relate to the state's 
economy. As an example, the total 
value of household retail sales in 
Alabama is Sist or dead last at 
$11,577. 

“If people are better educated 
and as a result secure better jobs, 
then earnings are greater and there 
are more dollars to spend. In spite of 
these low retail sales, some of our 
retail lobbyists fight increased 
funding for education. Hopefully, we 
can educate business to the 
advantages of investing in 
education,”’ 

As relates to teacher salaries, the 
superintendent said that Alabama 
has done well in this area in recent 
years and has moved closer to the 
national average. He indicated that’ 
thisis good trend. 


“Those who say that our state 
is overtaxed and enough dollars 
currently exist to support education 
have their heads buried in the sand 
of political rhetoric,’ said Teague. 
‘Some of our neighboring states are 
having to cut back education funding 
and now is a golden opportunity for 
Alabama to put additional emphasis 
on education and go ahead of these 
states."
